This was President Roosevelt’s sum 
ming up of the results of his hunt 
at Bayou Tensas and Bear l.ake He 
arrived at 2 o'clock this afternoon at 
the resid**uce of Leo Shields, where he 
will be a guest until he takes his de­ 
parture for Vicksburg tomorrow m orn­ 
ing. 
He cam** in on a full gallop, amt 
a ccom p an ied as ti** was by about a 
dozen of his hunting companions, all 
mounted and all attired in hunting 
garb. th** cavalcade presented a tab­ 
leau as picturesque as it was animal 
ed. 
Th** president is slightly more bronx 
ed than when he *>nt"r**d the wilder­ 
ness from this point fifteen days ago. 
but notwithstanding this fact and the 
additional circumstances that his skill 
as well a s h i s clothes bore evidence 
of contact 
wi th th** cane and other 
brush.' he was never in (letter spirits 
in his life. 
“ Yes, we got tin*** bears,” he add- 
**(1, “all thai we saw, and I think a 
pretty good record. I am perfectly sat 
ified.” 
“ You might add,” interposed one <>r 
th** Metcalf brothers, who has been 
the president h principal guide through 
out the hunt, “that we hunted a coun­ 
try of vast extent and in which there 
lyfifg but five bears all told, and that. 
of these we got thr* e.”

As he talked he stood under a wid**- 
spreading live oak in the big t**n- 


acre grass plot which constitutes th** 
front yard of the model plantation 
home in which Mr. Shields resides. 
Around him were gathered Mr. Shields 
and a number of guests whom he had 
invited to dine with the president. They 
consisted of the members of the pres­ 
ident's Washington party who had re­ 
mained here and those who came in 
with him from th** 
lake. 
including 
Messrs. 
Molllhenv, Lamber. Richey, 
th** Osborne brothers and the Metcalf 
brothers, Mr. Barker, who had been 
called to New Orleans on business, re­ 
turned to say good by** to the president 
and was in th** party at Mr Shields' 
home. 
In the distance were gathered 
th** negro hunters—Holt Collier, Alex 
Arnolds, Brutus Jac kson and numer­ 
ous cooks, teamsters and in* ssengers, 
while lh** horses stood grazing in th** 
yard and th" dogs lay around licking 
their lacerated bod s. many of the 
animals being in bad condition on ae 
count of th** long chase and others 
as the result of the contact with wild 
hogg, wildcats ami other things. 
Th* president was the central figure 
of the group, and he never appeared 
iii happier frame of mind than on this 
occuion 
He declared that his health 
bad been perfect and his appetite equal 
Iv good: said that with the exception 
of a day or so lost on account of 
rain, he had been i nth** saddle every 
day from daylight to dark, and ended 
by declaring that he had never in his 
life had finer sport.
